The event brought in a full house of supporters, nomi¬ 
nees and other VIPs, who epjoyed an evening of entertain 
ment and awards. 

A silent auction (with proceeds going to the Didsbury 
High School Band’s London trip), raffle, dinner and show 
by the William James Comedy Game Show were featured 
throughout the night. 

Thus year’s Small Business of the Year recipient was the 
Didsbury Value Dnig Mart, accepted by Brad and Dionne 
Blatz. 

The award was presented for outstanding business and 
community involvement. 

Other nominees included Checker Auto Parts, Dan 
Peters/Rocky View Real Estate, Dream wood Homes and 
White Raven Emporium. 

“This is never really the angle you take, but it’s nice to be 
recognized for all the hard work the staff does day in and 
day out,” said Brad. 

“One thing we are always overwhelmed by is the busi¬ 
ness community in town, they’re all very supportive of 
fundraisers and other causes. It shows how strong the sup¬ 
port in the conmumity is.” 

Brad, Value Drug Mart owner and pharmacist, and 
Dionne have l>een working in Didsbury for five years, and 
are looking forward to a continued, good future, according 
to Brad. 

“We’re always trying to get new and innovative products 
and are always looking for new things that people can’t 
necessarily get anywhere else locally," said Brad. “We keep 
the products changing, and try to develop a personal rap¬ 
port with the customers." 

In terms of winning the award. Brad says that the Value 
Drug Mart’s staff was key. 

“It’s a real team effort, everyone gets along really well,” 
said Brad. 

“It's certainly not a chore coming in to work with these 
people. Tlie staff really jumps on sponsorship and fundrais¬ 
ing opportunities as well, the staff really spearheads our 
community work." 

Some of this work includes national campaigns, such as 
breast cancer awareness, and local donations, such as 
Value Drug Mart’s fairly recent contributions to the 
Didsbury pre-school. 

“One thing we try to do is support any cause that 
approaches us if we can,” said Brad. “We can’t support 
everything of course, but we like to try to donate and sup¬ 
port in any way possible if we can, for local groups or 
sports groups, and other fundraisers in town." 

As for what sets the Value Drug Mart apart from other 
similar businesses, Brad says that it all comes down to that 
small-town feel. 

“We try to be personalized, not generic," Brad explained. 
“That goes for a lot of businesses in this town too and other 
small towns. It’s not something you can get in a big city." 

The Didsbury Elks received the Not for Profit Society of 
the Year Award. Also nominated in this category were the 
Friends of Didsbury Library, the Knox United Thrift Store, 
and the Didsbury & District Community Bus. 

The New Business of the Year category had one nomina¬ 
tion, with the award going to Mountain View Coffee News.

Why central 
Alberta should 
love the Jets

Hockey season is here and there is only one reason to 
get excited. Forget the Calgary Flames. They are going 
no where. Outside the playoffs is their only destination. 

Dismiss the prospects of the Edmonton Oilers. This 
team is three years or so away from being interesting. 

Rise up and cheer the Winnipeg Jets. They are repre¬ 
senting the flatlands of Canada Vi's, not just Manitoba 
But all flatlands. Central Alberta is a proud extension of 
that. 

Winnipeg is the NHL’s smallest market. Central 
Allierta is a regional community of many small mar¬ 
kets. The Jets represent the small but noble flatlander 
folks who resist anything big city. This Ls a great source 
of pride for many. There is no reason, really, to ever 
cheer this year for anything that comes out of 
Edmonton and Calgary. They should and must be the 
enemy now that Winnipeg is back in the big show. 

We can start with the uniforms. The Flames are just 
an uninspired borrowed idea from their past sorry exis¬ 
tence in Atlanta How do you spell boring"? The Oilers 
are even worse. Downright dreary, lacking even the 
tiniest spark of creativity and imagination. When any- 
Ixxly thinks of oil and Alberta do they really think of 
Edmonton? Fort Mac and the oil sands maybe but not 
Edmonton. 

But the Jets? Their dials are lovely and better yet, a 
real effort to acknowledge Canadian and local military 
heritage. 

But more importantly the Jets represent the under¬ 
dog. A team of small city athletes who were lost in the 
hockey wilderness of Atlanta, hi Winnipeg they ari' 
heroes, even if their individual stats reflect a squad 
bound for endless mediocrity. Kids think t hey are Santa 
Claus, the Easter Bunny and the Tooth Fairy all 
wrapped into one. 

But there is more. Winnipeg represents a “yes, we 
can” attitude, a “yes, we can” approach to tough times 
t hat was first heard ever so prominently from the lips of 
U.S. President Obama - well before he turned boring 
and listless from the non-stop howls of the Tea 
Cuppers. 

Central Alberta has always been a “yes, we can” 
region of Alberta Squeezed between the giants of 
Calgary and Edmonton it has always been necessary to 
rise up and face the challenge, or perish. 

These days central Albertans can look to Winnipeg 
for special inspiration. The Jets were never supposed to 
ever get back in the NHL after being forced to vacate 15 
years ago for that hockey “hot bed” of Phoenix. No, 
Winnipeg was deemed only to plod listlessly along on 
the prairie as a place for uninteresting people who had 
no ambitions in life except to continue year after year 
braving the nastiest of truly nasty winters. 

But the ‘Peg somehow' found itself as a real modem 
cool city and it sure got a nice new hockey arena - the 
smallest but arguably the tiest for acoustics in the 
entire 1 NHL. The Jets bring out the roar of 15,005 hock¬ 
ey fanatics who collectively sound like the might and 
power of a rampaging herd of a 1,000 rhinoceros. 

It’s all such a nice fit; the smallest rink in the small¬ 
est NHL market but having the most passionate hookey 
loving fans anywhere on the planet. 

And passion is what it is all about. Once found, it’s 
never lost. And it’s a notion central Albertans can hang 
onto quite nicely. Besides, a little bit of nastiness for 
Edmonton and Calgary Ls not a bail thing either.

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Concerns Regarding Bethany’s New 
Assisted-Living Facility 


For almost a decade, Didsbury’s 
Long-term Care or “Nursing Home” 
(the 40 bed unit on the west side of 
die old hospital) has been the cause 
of much debate. 

Although the care residents receive 
in this centre continues to lie 
outstanding, the facility itself is in a 
deplorable state. Somehow, because 
of fickle bureaucratic priorities, and 
ever-changing governing bodies and 
niles, very few structural 
improvements have been made to 
Didsbury’s Unit 4 over the years. 

Bethany Can* Society's recent 
appearance on the scene would seem 
to be an ideal solution to the decaying 
facility problem. This not-for-profit 
organization has come to Didsbury 
offering to build a new KKMmit 
Assisted Living and Continuing Care 
facility. 

The problem is this: to date, 
Didsbury residents have been given 
virtually no details about who will 
actually reside in this facility. At this 
point, it does not appear that Bethany 
Care is planning to house many of our 
long-term care residents. That's a 
huge problem. 

At a January 25, 2011 meeting of the 
Rosebud Foundation, Greer Black, 
President and CEO of Bethany < are 
Society, either was evasive, or made 
no specific mention about how 
Bethany would fulfill the criteria set 
out by Alberta 1 lealth Services for 
long-term can* service. 

Instead, that night, and over the past 
months, he has repeatedly cushioned 
any information aliout the proposed 
facility under a confusingly bloated 
collective area calk'd “Designated 
Assisted living.” To be sure, this huge 
umbrella dot's cover such areas as 
Independent I lousing with Home 
Care, Supportive Living and 
Ixing-temi Can'. 

However, Altx'rta Health Care 
requirements for Long-term Care and 
those for Supportive living are 
significantly different. Therefore, 


these terms should not be used 
casually or interchangeably. 

According to Alberta Health 
Servlet's, long-term care Ls “meant for 
a small number of seniors who have 
highly complex health needs anti 
whose can' cannot tie safely provided 
in their own home or in supportive 
living." “Long-term care is provided to 
individuals with complex health needs 
using a more hospital-like model.” 
(www.albertahealthservices.ca) 

Under the Allierta Health Services 
definition, long-term can* requires the 
direction of a family physician, a 
24-hour, on-site RegLsten'd Nurse 
(RN) [who is] qualified to assess or 
treat unscheduled or scheduled 
personal can'. Additionally, “The RN 
would lie supported by a Licensed 
Practical Nurst* (LPN), Health Care 
Aides anti other health-care pmviders 
as appnipriate" (including 
rehabilitative or dietary 
professionals.) 

Long-term care requires complex 
end-of-life care needs. It also requires 
complex medication management, 
complex nursing care, and the ability 
to deal with inconsistent or unstable 
behavior that could place the resident 
or others at risk. 

Tti date, Bethany Care has only 
promised “health-care aides and IJ’Ns 
in the building and able to assist 24 
hours a day, seven days a week." 
(Didsbury Review, Sept 27, 2011.) 
“Meals, housekeeping, and linen 
changes will be provided, and 
recreational programs will lie in place 
for active seniors.” (Ibid.) These 
criteria, more suited to residents in a 
lodge environment, do not in any way 
meet the ihhhIs of designated 
long-term can’ residents. 

Huge cost differences and 
responsibilities also come into play, 
depending on tin* designations of the 
facility and the resident. According to 
the Didsbury Review, “The 
Government of Allierta has already 
committed a $10 million grant to the 


facility through the Allierta Supportive 
Living Initiative (ASLT) (Sept 27, 
2011.)” Does the Government 
understand what that commitment to 
Bethany Care and to Didsbury really 
means? 

For example, designated Long-term 
Care residents are furnished with a 
hospital lied, dresser and closet 
Some rooms are private, and some are 
shared. Greer Black has made no 
mention of concrete details like this in 
any of his comments to the public. 
Instead, his comments have been 
extremely non-specific as far as 
provincial Ixing-temi Care 
requirements are concerned. 

Many of the residents of the current 
“Nursing Home” or Long-term Can* 
facility have dementia It is 
well-known that dementia cottages 
are better suited for residents with 
later stages of dementia or other 
forms of cognitive impairment. Black 
has made no mention of any plans 
such as this - tangible plans, that 
would be of assistance to our current 
and future long-term care residents. 

To date, Bethany’s primary concerns 
seem to lie the acquisition of property, 
and securing an architect’s rendering 
of the proposed facade. The limited 
details that have lieen forthcoming 
have focused generically on “catering 
to tlte needs of seniors...” Black has 
only promised the following: 
“Assistance for people with medical 
conditions who need regular 
monitoring. [Tills] will be taken care 
of by LPNs with registered nurse 
supervision. (Didsbury Review, Sept 
27, 2011.)” The general public knows 
little else about this promised facility. 

At this point, specific details about 
this future development do not meet 
Allierta Health Services’ standards for 
Long-term Can'. I have to question 
whether we’re all being duped here. 
Are we really getting a new Ixing-tenn 
Care facility for Didsbury? It doesn’t 
look like it.

21 Avenue residents upset over traffic flow change

Residents along 21 Avenue are not 
happy will) the town’s plan lo turn the old 
high school road into a two-way street. 

In fact, a group of residents showed up 
at town's council committee of the whole 
meeting on Oct. 11 ;uid told members they 
were upset they only learned about the 
plan by reading about it in the newspaper. 

“There are concerns we have as parents. 
Then 1 are safety issues," said Jo-Anne 
Tennant, a resident of 21 Avenue. “We are 
really disappointed we were not advised of 
the change to the road until we read it in 
the newspaper.” 

Ijcist summer the town announced the 
avenue, which was once the road leading 
to the old high school site, would lose its 


one-way traffic status to become a two- 
way road. It was designated one-way - the 
only one in town - several decades ago to 
allow for easier access for school traffic. 

But Tennant and her group said the 
change will be problematic for residents, 
especially children, because there is a 
blind comer where the road makes a sharp 
“L" turn towards 20 Avenue. 

“There are many young children, from 
kindergarten to Grade (i who are walking 
along there. Children will now have to 
cross the road not knowing traffic is com¬ 
ing in the opposite direction. Some people 
put their foot the pedal around that corner 
,” said Tennant, adding local traffic is 
already heavy at times due to the location 
of the museum on 21 Avenue. “There is 
foot traffic on both sides of (he museum, 
some of them by older people."

Mayor Brian Wittal said the decision to 
turn 21st Avenue into a two-way street was 
made in concert with the town’s long 
range plans to redevelop the old high 
school property for the new library and 
municipal offices. 

“We believe that because of the access 
for residents and the traffic flow this street 
should be no different than others in 
town,” said Wittal. “It will set the tone for 
future development there." 

However, he did concede the town 
should help residents with the transition. 
Town public works employees are now in 
the process of changing the street’s traffic 
flow from one-way to two-way. 

Tennant and her neighbours told council 
they want the speed signs for motor vehi¬ 
cles reduced to .‘10 km per hour, new safe¬ 
ty signs warning motorists that children 


are in the area, a crosswalk where the 
road makes a sharp “L" turn and a moni¬ 
toring period of at least a month by the 
town. 

“We have to have some kind of signage 
and monitoring at least for the first 
month,” said Tennant. 

Wittal said he has no issue with trying 
new ideas to help children adjust through 
the transition. 

However, he added many the sugges¬ 
tions will have to be approved by council 
at its next regular meeting on Oct. 25. 

In the meantime, residents along 21 
Avenue are not only a bit alarmed by the 
new traffic flow on their street but a bit 
sad as well. 

“We are kind of sad losing the only one¬ 
way street in Didsbury," said Tennant. “We 
felt kind of unique.” 


Strange case of car theft 
and vandalisms reported

A series of vandalisms 
and a strange car theft 
occurred this past week in 
the Didsbury area. 

The first account of van¬ 
dalism occurred on Oct. 11, 
around 9:30 p.m., west of 
Township Road 1112.
